TOASTS GERMANY 
IS KNOCKED FLAT 


Winnipeg, Sept, 8. — A special dis- 
patch from Wayne, Alberta, to the 
i Winnipeg Free Press says: 


In company with a number of for- 
elgners, Germans and Ukrainians, 
who comprise a large percentage of 
the miners working at the non-assoc- 
iation mines in Wayne, a German de- 
liberately proposed a toast to Ger- 
many as a better country in every 
way than Canada. 


A returned man sitting nearby im- 
mediately knocked him flat, and the 
trouble started. The whole gang of 
foreigners set on the returned man, 
using chairs and other missiles. An- 
other man came to his assistance and 
this enabled the first man to get 
clear, but the second man was held 
by some of the party and deliberately 
smashed up by the rest of the gang.

WHEAT POOL 
GIVES $1,000 IN 
DRIVE PRIZES 


Staging of a third membership 
drive has been decided upon by trus- 
tees of the Alberta wheat pool. The 
campaign will extend over a period 
of two months, taking September 1 
as the opening date. 

The board decided at a recent meet- 
ing to offer handsome prizes to can- 
vassers and $1000 was voted for that 
purpose. It was felt that some spec- 
fal inducement for good work was 
necessary as the first two provincial 
drives had been conducted on a vol- 
untary basis. i 

R. O, German, secretary of the pool, 
has intimated that arrangements were 
made by the board of trustees to han- 
dle the 1924 crop, but declined to give 
out any definite information at the 
present time. These arrangements 
it is taken for granted include the pol- 
icy of the board in connection with 
elevator plans for next year. 

No official figures regarding the 
pool acreage have been ‘issued since 
the last drive. It was announced, 
however, that the pool has between 
29,000 and 30,000 members, while it is 
understoon that over fifty per cent 
of the total wheat acreage in the pro- 
vince is under contract.

Manitoba — Weather favorable, and 
harvesting in full swing, wheat yields 


generally surpassing earlier  esti- 
mates. Cereal crops also turning out 
well. Outturns from threshing ex- 
pected to reveal encouraging yields 
in all parts of the province. Southern 
Manitoba has eighty to ninety per 
cent of cutting completed, balance of 
province forty to fifty per cent, Some 
damage has been done by high winds, 
account of shelling of ripened grain. 
All but very late yields have escaped 
rust damage. 

Saskatchewan — Wheat cutting 
from forty to fifty per cent finished, 
coarse grains thirty to forty per cent. 
Expected that next week will sec the 
threshing fairly under way. The fair- 
ly heavy and evenly distributed rain 
fall of early August resulted in great: 
ly improved conditions over the pro- 
vince. Relieved the feed situation 
and averted the forced sale of stock 
which then seemed imminent. Loss 
from sawfly damage will be small, 

Alberta Conditions favorable 
though somewhat cool for rapid ripen- 
ing of late grain crops. In southern 
portions cutting from sixty to seventy- 
five per cent accomplished; in the 
north from ten to fifteen per cent, in 
the southeast crops very light, nec: 
essitating use of headers. On the 
ED. & BC. railway harvesting has 
been delayed by rain, but weather 
now favorable, Slight damage by 
frost in Berwyn district. Prospects 
for winter feeding of stock are ex- 
cellent. The crop is being handled 
without outside labor, 


“MIRROR 


Several farmers in the district bor- 
dering on the shores of Buffalo Lake 
have been complaining the past two 
weeks about the destruction that the 
wild ducks and chickens are making 
in the grain fields. In several instan- 
ces reports are made of acres of 
standing grain along the shore line 
having been levelled down by the de- 
structive birds in their attempts to 
get at the grain in the head of the 
straw, It does not seem right that 
the hunters ure forced to hold off 
shooting these pests until the 15th of 
September, at which time the most of 
the grain should be cut and ready for 
threshing. If the season would be op- 
en, as was the case a few years ago, 
on the first of September, many hun- 
dreds of dollars would be saved to the 
farmers, where needed, 


FIFTH HIGH SCHOOL

ARBITRATION AMONG 
NATIONS IS REQUIRED 


—_ 


Geneva, Sept. 8.—Before leaving 
Geneva Saturday night for their re- 
spective capitals, Premiers MacDon- 
ald and Herriot, backed by the dele- 
gations of all other countries, put in- 
to concrete form a program which the 
assembly of the League of Nations 
will study in an effort to elaborate a 
satisfactory system of compulsory ar- 
bitration, designed to put an end to 
war, prepare the way for a confer. 
ence on the reduction of armaments 
and set up some satisfactory pact of 
guarantees and mutual assistance 
which will serve to make compulsory 
arbitration practicable. 

The heads of all 46 national dele- 
gations present gave their assent to 
the resolution which declared that the 
object is to strengthen the solidarity 
and security of all world nations by 
settling by pacific means all disputes 
which may arise. 

Real Work to Start 

Now that all powers have shown 
their will to arbitrate all disputes, 
the real work of the assembly begins, 
for projects of arbitration and secuy- 
ity must be drawn up which will re- 
ceive the approbation of the greut 
world powers. Premiers MacDonald 
and Herriot left Geneva apparently 
without any agreement on the vital 
question of how much military help 
Great Britain will accord France in 
case arbitration decisions are not 
obeyed, and the general opinion in 
Geneva {fs that the fate of the new 
movement to insure permanent peace 
depends on the answer to she ques: 
tion: “How much security will “reat 
Britain give, and how little military

THREE FREIGHT CARS 
WERE DEMOLISHED 
IN EAST LINE WRECK 


On Monday morning shortly before 
eight o'clock a wreck occurred on the 
C.P.R. Wetaskiwin branch one half 
mile west of Sedgewick, when three 
freight cars left the rails and tore 
up the track for about one hundred 
yards. This was through freight 
No. 978 in charge of Conductor Turn- 
er, 

A hot box in one of the journals of 
a freight car loaded with oats was 
the cause of the wreck, this car jump- 
ing the track and burying itself in 
the earth, The next two cars, the 
first one loaded with barley, and the 
next with coal, also left the rails but 
were not wrecked by the impact. All 
three cars, however, were totally 
wrecked before the wrecking crews 
were able to clear the tracks.

UNIVERSITY COW 
IS HIGH PRODUCER 


By finishing a seven-day test dur- 
ing which she produced a total of 
750.6 pounds of milk, containing 28.34 
pounds of butter, the Holstein cow 
“Sady Mutual de Kol,” in the herd of 
the University of Alberta, has come 
within a very small margin of equal- 
ling the provincial butter record for 
cows of her class. 

According to Professor J. E. Bow- 
stead of the department of animal 
husbandry, this record is all the more 
remarkable as the test was not com- 
menced until thirty-six days after the 
cow had freshened, and her average 
of over 100 pounds of milk per day 
at this stage of her lactation period 
speaks well for her productive abil- 
ity. This cow is an exceptionally 
big, rugged Holstein, and is now nine 
years old. 

The provincial seven-day butter re- 
cord in the mature cow class is held 
by the cow “Houwtje Vale de Kol,” 
with 498.7 pounds of milk and 30.38 
pounds of butter to her credit, and 
the world’s record of 51.93 pounds of 
butter in 738.9 pounds of milk is held 
by the cow “Rolo Mercena de Kol.” 
Thus it will be seen that while the 
record of the university cow is con- 
siderably behind the world's record 
for butter in a seven days’ test, she 
actually produced more milk during 
the week than did the cow which 
holds the record for this class,

The breeding and feeding of bacon 
hogs involves a great deal of skill 
and hard work, and among breeds and 
types of swine the bacon hog repre: 
sents by far the most successful ef- 
fort yet made to meet market require- 
ments both at home and abroad. 

The hog is not a hardy animal and 
probably is injured more easily than 
either cattle or sheep. Despite this 
fact he is often the subject of much 
more abuse than any other class of 
meat animals, 

Unfortunately, as regards hogs the 
effects of rough handling are very 
pronounced, and the losses resulting 
much more severe than in other stock. 

every year thousands of hogs ar- 
rive on the market in a more or less 
badly bruised condition, due to caus- 
es largely avoidable, In this way the 
producer's six months of effort to 
meet market needs with a high class 
product is more or less effectively de- 
feated in the space of a few hours. 

Quality determines the relative 
selling price of live steck. A bruised 
carcass sells at a discount and. the 


producer ultimately bears part of the 


financial loss involved as a result of 
a depreciation of value in the dressed 
animal, due to damage in the live an- 
imal, 

Bruising is rarely the result of in- 


tentional abuse, but rather of the use! 
of unsatisfactory equipment and un-| 


wise handling on the part of those 
through whose hands the live stock 
passes on its way from farm to the 
killing floor,

Alberta’s new election act will be 
proclaimed and put into operation for 
the forthcoming Edmonton by-elec- 
ition, which is to fill the seat vacated 
by Mr. Justice Boyle. Premier Green- 
jfield says that this and all future el- 
jections will come under the proce- 
(dure laid down in the new act and 
that preparations are now being made

‘fect. 

According to the terms of the act, 
a by-election must be held within 120 
jdays of the vacancy, and sooner if 
necessary to give the electoral divi- 
‘sion representation at the next ses- 
sion of legislature. Not more than 
thirty nor less than twenty days shall 
elapse between the date of the writ 
and nomination day, with polling on 
ithe tenth day after nomination, This 
means that a little more time will be 
required for bringing on the election 
than under the old act.

It 
introduces a fraud and a sham into 
a child’s life at the very threshold 
and outset of that life. It is radically 
bad, It has neither shred nor shadow 
of justification, 

That is the significance of the start- 
ling series of examination failures’ in 
the schools, Let every citizen pon- 
der its meaning.—Red Deer News. 


Make Alberta 
A Place of Residence 


I was speaking to a pioneer Ontario 


from town in an old brick house with 


A world’s shortage of grain amount- 
ing to approximately 375,000,000 bush- 


els is indicated by crop reports from | 


all countries. Out of a total of 45 
countries producing wheat the 16 
countries so far reported by the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture 
furnish about 65 per cent of the total 
world’s production. 

The 1924 crops of these 16 coun- 
tries are estimated to have produced 
1,995,829,000 bushels compared with 
2,265,692,000 for 1923, a decrease of 
269,863,000, of which 84,861,000 is in 
Europe. There is therefore an in- 
dicated world’s shortage of about 376 
million bushels, of which the official 
figures for North America account for 
164 million. This is in sharp con- 
trast with last year, when the world’s

\ELIMINATE THE 
NON-PRODUCER 


Probably the greatest hindrance to 
the profitable keeping of poultry on 
the ordinary farm is the retention of 
;a lot of fowl that are poor layers, due 
either to their being too old or of 
a type to produce meat rather than 
egES. 

The production of eggs is the end 
of the poultry business in which the 
most profit can be made, so that a 
heavy egg producing type is the type 
that is best suited for ordinary farm 
conditions. 

Generally speaking the pullet year 
is the most profitable period of a 
hen’s life. It is advisable, there- 
fore, either to mark the chicks when 
hatched, using a different mark each 
year, or to band the pullets when they 
are put into winter quarters, so that 
at culling time the age of the differ- 
ent birds may be seen at a glance, 
and only those that are required for 
breeding purposes retained after the 
first year’s production. 

Cull all birds that show a lack of 
vigor, a sluggish, lazy disposition, a 
coarse rough head with overhang- 
ing eyebrows, an inclination to break 
down behind, or that show heavy. de- 
posits of internal fat, as indicated by 
a thick skin and an abdomen that is

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DAIRYING IS “TYING” 
BUT OTHER JOBS 
NOT ALL SNAPS 


— 


Through. force. of circumstances 
there will be many farmers in Alber 
ta this year who will find in the pro- 
duct of their dairy cows the money 
that will have to go a long way to tide 
them over a pinch. There are many 
men Who would prefer the “cowless"” 
farm, because they object to all the 
“fussing” there is about dairying, but 
the following article taken from the 
Regina Leader, in quoting Dairy 
Commissionar Percy Reed, points out 
that there are lots of jobs where the 
boss has to be right on it day and 
night. The article follows: 

A common ‘complaint against farm 
dairying is that it is “such tying 
work,” said Commissioner Reed. The 
expression is often drawled out with 
Wearying effect; but tie very fact, 
adds Commissioner Reed, “that dairy- 
ing activities do tie the family to the 
farm and home {s probably a real ad- 
vantage from the standpoint of home 
building and'the making of permanent 
citizens.’ There is more ‘truth than 
Poetry in that remark, A dairy herd 
requires attention 365 days in the 
year, The cows, have to be fed and 
watered and milked daily. The cream 
has to be separated and shipped to 
the creamery. / That is tying work. 

A good many -farmers—or rather a 
good Many men, who call themselves 
farmers—are disinclined to tie them- 
selves down by dairying or livestock 
raising. They want to put in a crop 
in the Spring, take it off in the fall and 
spend the winter in California, They 
are not alone in this. A good many 
men in mercantile lines find it irk- 
some to pay that constant and unre- 
mitting attention to business that is 
essential to success. Sooner or later 
they go to the wall,.as the majority of 
men do who attempt to make a living 
out of six months’ farming. 

Although itis confining, farm 
dairying has its compensations. <A 
substantial cream. check coming in 
at the end of each of the 52 weeks 
in the year takes some of the irksome- 
ness out of it. The dairy cow may be 
the tie that binds, but she is also the 
source of a steady income that more 
than pays for the attention she re- 
duires, There is a certain amount of 
risk in farm dairying as there is in 
any venture in the world.

GOVERNMENTS 
GRANT RELIEF 
IN EMERGENCY 


Ottawa, Sept. 5—The unemploy- 
ment conference called by the federal | 
government came to a close shortly ; 
before midnight with the adoption of; 
a report embodying a number of re- | 
commendations for meeting conditions 
of unemployment throughout Canada. 
The report, which was drafted by a 
special committee appointed at Wed- 
nesday’s session, made the important 
recommendations that emergency re- 
lief should be granted when, after full 
and careful investigation it was found 
to be necessary. The expense of such 
relief, it is stated, should be borne 
by the federal, provincial and muni- 
cipal authorities on the basis of 50 per 
eent by the municipalities and 25 per 
cent each by the province and the 
Dominion.

Anyone may see that any day 
at the creameries here or elsewhere. 

But somebody got sore and tripped 
Mr. Larson up, stopped the high pric- 
es for the farmers, and they got sore 
and held an indignation meeting, 

The publicity (propaganda) depart- 
ment of the government quickly dash- 
ed a pail of whitewash on the case,

We have been fed a lot of hokum, 
a suspicious amount of it, about the 
efficacy of the Dairymen’s Act. It is 
credited with all the virtues and bet- 
ter butter; but the cows give the 
same quality milk and cream, our 
separators work the same, and if the 
creameries had cared they could have 
made just as good butter years ago. 
It seems, however, that one creamery 
can worry a man whose conscience 
is not hard boiled, and who {s willing 
to give a better deal to his patrons. 
In short the precious Dairyman’s Act 
seems to be a weapon in the hands of 
creameries to discipline one another, 
and the farmer apparently ig the vic: 
tim, as usual, 

It works about the same as the egg 
business, where the farmer is made 
to pay the cost of looking for eggs of 
enormous size, which would — strain 
the best efforts of the average hen, 
to produce extras,

1806 and completed in 1836.) It is 
{160 feet high and is a very imposing 
piece of architecture, 

We also visited a building erected 
in 1876 for the exposition. In this 
building there is a very fine old the- 
atre noted for its excellent acoustic 
properties, At the rear we walked out 
onto the terrace and viewed Tiffel 
Tower, that wonderful steel  struc- 
jture towering 1000 feet high. It was 
built in 1889, and took two years and 
three months to complete, at a cost 
of 7,800,000 francs. There is a lift 
in the tower which will take you up to 
the top, or if you prefer to walk, there 
are just 1000 steps. During the war 
this made a splendid observation tow- 
er, At one time a French soldier in- 
tercepted some wireless messages and 
was instrumental in confusing five 
zeppelins in their directions. Four of 
them came down on the coast of 
France and were destroyed. Behind 
the tower is a military school where 
Napoleon I came out as a captain in

We passed so many beautiful parks 
and gardens, the Luxembourg being 
the finest. 
by the favorite gardener of Louis XIV. 
The Place de la Concorde is a won- 
derful square, with a great many sta- 
tues, all facing the centre Egyptian 
statue, which is in the form of an ob- 
elisk. It was here that many were 
beheaded during the time of the re-j; 
yolution, Marie Antoinette among 
them. The Bastille is an interesting 
place.

Next day there was a break in our 
program, when the party attended the 
exhibition at Wembley, The park 
where the exhibition is held contains 
216 acres and has 15 miles of rail- 
way for the convenience of the sight- 
seers, In the Palace of Wngineering 
and the Palace of Industry, the pro- 
ducts of Great Britain are shown. 
Practically all the other buildings are 
devoted to the colonies, such as Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand, India, 
Burma, Malay, Fiji, Hong Kong, the 
Gold Coast, South and East Africa, 
British Guiana and the British West 
Indies. Of course we were anxious to 
know as to whether the Canadian ex- 
hibit was a credit to our country, and 
we hastened to inspect it. We were 
not disappointed. The Canadian build- 
ing occupies a very central and out- 
standing place on the grounds. It is 
built on simple yet classical lines, 
and is a stately, well-proportioned 
building. On either side are the 
C.P.R. and C.N.R. buildings, built af- 
ter the same style, and these three 
buildings are the great attraction of 
the millions who attend the fair. We 
had difficulty, on account of the 
crowds, in closely inspecting all the 
exhibits. All the exhibits are well 
arranged and are seen to the best ad- 
vantage. The fruit display and many 
of the manufactured articles were es- 
pecially attractive. The dairy exhib- 
it was remarkably well done, being a 
model of the Prince of Wales’ Alberta 
ranch, It showed the Prince standing 
beside his horse, in the foreground. 
It also pictured the house and other 
buildings, trees, grass, flowers, and 
even the hills in the distance—all 
modelled in butter. The Prince thinks 
it is very fine, and made reference to 
it in his Dominion Day dinner ad- 
dress, remarking that he intended go- 
ing down to Wembley again just to see 
how he and his horse were standing 
the hot spell, The panoramic view of 
the provinces was very interesting, 
and in the C.N.R. building we consid- 
ered the exhibit of the interior of 
standard coaches very practical and 
educative. In the C.P.R.’ building 
there is a very fine panoramic view 
of the Dominion from coast to coast, 
showing all the principal cities, in- 
cluding Wetaskiwin. It is equipped 
with working models of trains run- 
ning over the surface and connecting 
with ocean liners for the Orient. 
There is also a wonderful map, forty 
feet long, illuminated with 6000 tiny 
electric lights in different colors, 
showing the many lines of that yast 
system of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, The officials in charge were 
most courteous and thoughtful. We 
visited a number of the other colonial 
buildings, and found them most in- 
teresting, but of course time did not 
permit of getting more than a general 
impression of each exhibit, One of 
the great attractions at the fair was 
the Queen’s doll house, but on ac- 
count of the crowds and the short 
time allowed us, we were unable to
